This booklet is designed to help you learn njore ^ 
about a subject vital to public health and safety: 
^chemicals and other toxic substances.

The boi^let presents some basic facts about toxic 
substances*, and it lists and describes some publica- 
tions about them that are available from four federal 
agencies: the F.iod and Drug Administration" of the U^S. 
Department of 'Health, Education, and Welfare (FDA), 
the Occupational Safety and Health Administration of 
the U.S. Department of Labor (OSHA), the U.S. Envirorn 
Wntal Protection Agency (EPA), and the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC). The booklet also 
tells you how to order publications frcm »ach of these 
agencies- 

Most of the ptiblications listed here concern 
toxic substances and products commonly found in the 
home, the workplace, agriculture, and the environ- 
ment* Like the agencies that issue them, these pub- 
Ircations emphasize prevention. That is, they fxsint' 
out the hazards of toxic substances you are likely t« 
encounter, and tViey recommend precautions to i^feguard 
against them. Also listed are* publications^ ti^t ex- 
plain the agencies anji the laws^that regulate toxic 
sub^tsnces. ' 

The four agencies that make these publications 
available have the mission of p^otectir.g the public ? 
health and safety from various hazards, including 
those caused by chemicals and other toxic sub* 
stances. They share the responsibility for carrying 
put seventeen principal laws that control the way that 
toxic sibstancf'S are manufactured,* p&ckaged, distri- 
buted, used, stored, and disposed of t»day. 

^ fHE FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION. (FDA ) was' estab- 
lished in 1927 to enforce the first federal laws con- 
trolling toxic substances. Now part^bf the Department 



' of Health, Education, and Welfare, FDA is responsible 
' for enforcinq a do^en consumer protecHon laws. 

The primary law, called the Federal Food, Driig, • 
and C-osmetic Act, is intended to ensure t^^t foods are 
pure and wholesome, safe to eat, and produced under 
. sanitary conditions; that drugs and medical devices 
are safe and effective; that cosmetics are safe and 
propetly labeled; and that all these products are 
. . packaged and labeled truthfully and infonnatively . 

^HF OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH ADMINISTRATION 
(OSHA) was created within the Department of La^or to 
. carry out the Occupational Safety and "^^^ f 
1970 It is' responsible for ensuring that, as tar as 
possible, all employees, have a safe and healthful 
place of employment. 

'Part of this responsibility involves setting 
comprehensive standards that ceguUte .workers expo- 
sure to toxir substances. These standards include 
permissible levels df- exposure, requirements for - 
monitorinq, and previsions for labeling, record- 
'keeping, and -worker training and education programs. 

THE U 5 FNVIR'ONMENTAL- PROTECTION AGENCY (EPA) 
' ■ was created by a President^ial Rfebrganization P^^n m 
1970, and it administers eight laws to con.trol and 
reduce the contamination of air, water, and land 
systems throughout our natural environment^. 

Two of these laws deal specifically with chemi-^ 
cals; the Toxic Substances Control Act, which is the. 
most extensive of the laws that currently regulate 
t6>.ic substances, and the Pederal Insecticide, Fungi- 
cide, and Rodenticide Act. Other laws that 
. administers, including the Clean Air Ac^ ^"^liral 
' ' Clean Water Act, also involve ^ontrolling chem-ical 
contamination. ' > 

THE- U.S. CONSUMER PRODUCT SAFETY COMMISSION . 
(CP5C) was established to carry out the Consumer Pro- 
• duct Safety Act of 1972. Under this Act, it, is 
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responsible for protect irxi the public fvm unreason- • 
able risks of injury 'associated with consumer pro- 
ducts, including products that contain chemicals. 
CPSC is also responsible, for administering the Federal 
Hazardous Substances Act' and the Poison Prevention 
Pack'aging A^t. ^ 

s AlthQuqh these four agencies carry out different 
laws, they have much in common. First and foromost, 
all four are involved in efforts to prevent chemical 
crises. 

^ _ They all issue and enforce standards or regula- 
t;ions that identify substances .as toxic and specify 
how the public is to i)e protected fr-m their -whether 
the substance must bear .particular warnings on its 
lafcfel or be packaged in a Sf^cial . container or be used * 
- only by certified workers or, indeed, be withdrawn 
from the markets | 

/ * ,A11 four agencies also develop their standards or 
• regulstionfe in basically tfie same way* They collect 
scientific . data on the effects that a substance may 
have on consumers, workers, or the environmental / 
systems that support human life, and they hold exten- 
sive public hearings to gain 'further infof cnat ion« 
They then evaluate t5e possible risks of using the 
substanca and weigh thos^ risks against the benefits 
the substance offers. ^ • ^ ^

Having 550 nujch in comnKin, the four agencies 
rec^q^ized that they could accomplish more and avoid' 
wasteful duplication by coq}erat2ng. 

THF INTFRAGENH REGULATORY LIAISON GROUP (IRLG) 
was formed by an agreement among the agencies in 
^ August 1977, They specifiqaily agreed to coordinate 
their efforts to regulate toxic substances in eight 
different areas where they have interests and respon- 
sibilities in.comfjKDn. 
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By planniru^ their actions jointly, the aqencies 
will be able to share information and avoid dupli- 
. catifiq efforts. They will be able, to make compliance 
with the laws they enforce easier and less costly by 
eliwinatirxj overlsppino and inconsistent requlations. 

They'will also he able to combine their resources 
" \n a cooperative approach to identifying the'health 
hazards of toxic substances and Informing the public^ 
about them. This booklet represents one of the IRLG's 
cooperative efforts in the area of public informa- 
• tion.*

However, the *"ederai government cannot contra-l 
Uoxic^.ha/a^df? unless privale citizens join the 
effori. Unless foods are storeti and prepared^ro- 
perly^ they will not stay as safe and sanitary as when 
they left the processor. Ch-i i d-£^sistant ctintainers 
cannot prevent accidental childhood poisonings unless ' 

•parents buy medicines and 'toxic household products in 
those containers and then keep them locked up. Wor- 
kers have to use respirators and coveralls and showers 

, when employers provide^ them — and to insist that they 

do. - 

In fjhort, private citi'zens have to learn how to 
^protect -themselves froq toxic hazards and also how to 
secure the -protection the goverment can provide 
them. They theh need tc practice what they.^know ^nd 
to share what they know wi.th their' friends, their 
fellow workers and, very importantly, with their 
children. 

This booklet lists publications that explain 
common toxic hazards, what the federal government does 
^ahout them, and what only you, the private citizen, 
*can do yourself. The fourvmembet agencies of tha • 
Irt»-eraqency Regulatory Liaison Group invite you to 
order their publications and to share them with 
others. They also invite youUo write or call their 
offices nearest your home whenever you need further 
information. Their efforts to prevent toxic sub- 
stances from causdr»q harm depend upon you.

The publications listed .under the last ni3in ^„ 
heading I Toxic Substances\ and the Role of the Federal 
Government, give an overview of eaclt agency and some 
of its social programs for controlling toxic hazards* 

Many of the publications listed concentrate on 
one topic but include some informStioD on others.

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TOXIC SUBSTANCES: AN INTRODUCTION 



Any substance that causes injury, illness, or 
death when it gets into the body, especially if j.t 
causes harm by affecting the body's chemistry, is a 
toxic substance. . In everyday terms, then, a toxic 
substance is a poison. However, when we think' 'of 
poisons, we normally think only of substances that we 
might eat or drink and that soon after woui'd make us 
violently ill or even kill us; - O 

Not all toxic substances are like that. Soto are 
substances' that we cojld not eat or drir*:, but that we 
may inhale or absorb through the pores of our skin. 
The propel lants 'in some aerosol cans are a good 
example. Same toxic substances never actually enter 
our ^dies at all, but instead harm us by introducing 
contsininants into our environment. For example, some 
wastd products from hospitals are toxic because they 
contain bacteria that can multiply and spread into the 
' neighborhood. 

Some substances that are actually good for us 
most (if the time can, at other times, be toxic. Medi- 
cines, \or example, can be poi-Bonc»jBTf~we do not t^e 
them as directed or if we take them in combination 
with Certain oi her medicines or even certain foods. 
Aj3 we all know, foods too can be poisonous, if they 
s^oil, and other substances become toxic because of 
changes that our own bodies make in their^ chemistry . 

Finally, we are becoming more and more aware of 
some substances that are toxic even though they cause ■. 
no signs of harm until we have been exposed to them 
for long periods of time. v 

Obviously, we cannot simply ban- all toxic sub- 
stances outright. We need food to survive, though 
contaminated food can kill us. Many of us need medi- 
cines, too, even though people die every year from /
